Oy ster Bay , N. Y., March 5.—A 
letter 
w ritten 
by Colonel Thedorc 
Roosevelt to E. A. Van Valk enburgh 
editor of the Philadelphia North Amer 
lean, on June 27, 19 11, which contained 
the statem ent that he had assured 
Secretary of W ar Stimson, Secretary 
of the Navy Mey er and others that h€ 
would not be a candidate in 19 12 
is 
explained 
by 
the 
colonel, 
whc 
say s 
it 
was 
perfectly 
true 
that 
he had said that he would not be 
s 
candidate in 19 12, but that he had not 
asserted that he would not accept the 
nomination if it was offered to him 
He made it clear that he saw nothing 
in his letter to Van Valk enburgh tc 
conflict with his recent statem ent that 
he would accept the nomination if ten 
dered to him. 
“To all who were at that time writ 
ing me if I was a candidate, I an 
swered that I was not,” he said. 
‘‘Tc 
all who then ask ed me if I would ac­ 
cept if nominated, I answered ‘Yes.’ II 
I k new them sufficiently well to be 
sure they would absolutely understand 
me, I answered that I would accept 
if nominated. Otherwise I simply told 
them T would not cross that bridge 
until I came to it. 
“In most cases, if my correspondents 
.were close personal friends, I told 
them that I counted upon them doing 
every thing possible toward preventing 
any movement look ing to my nomina 
tion. 
It was not until within the last 
three or four months that I was finally 
obliged to come to the conclusion that 
there was a real demand among Ahc 
people as a whole for my nomination 
which did not come in any way from 
any friends of mine and was neither 
inspired or engineered by them. When 
I became convinced that this demand 
was real and was considerable, and 
when the governors of seven states 
(increased by this time to ten, T may 
mention incidentally ) ask ed me if 1 
would accept if nominated, I answered 
‘Yes.’ 
“I added an expression of my wish 
that 
wherever possible 
presidential 
preference prim aries might be held 
so as to find out whether the Repub­ 
lican voters wished to have me nom 
inated. If the people do not wish m€ 
to serve, most certainly I do not wish 
to serve. 
If they do desire me to un 
dertak e, in their interest, a great task . 
I shall certainly do so, and shall per­ 
form it with whatever courage and 
ability I possess. 
“W hether there will be such an 
ex­ 
pression of the popular will I can’t say 
as where there are no presidential 
preference primaries it unfortunately 
seems too often to be the case that 
the efforts of the political leaders is 
not to give expression to the popular 
will, but to thw art it in every way pos 
sible. 
“In June, 19 11, and a^out that time 
persistent efforts 
were made from 
W ashington to convince the progres­ 
sives that I was really supporting Mr. 
Taft. 
On one p articular occasion the 
statem ent was made with great ex­ 
plicitness. 
I promptly denied that 
statem ent, and was assured on one 
hand that the statem ent was inspired 
from the W hite House, and was In­ 
formed on the other that it had not 
originated there, but was made purely 
on the initiative of the Associated 
Press. 
The Associated Press people 
assured me that they were not respon­ 
sible for the false statem ent. 
“As will be seen by reference to the 
Van Valk enburgh letter, Mr. Noy es 
(of the Associated Press) was quoted 
as having got information from inde­ 
pendent sources. 
I hardly need point 
out that T cannot k now who gave out 
this letter, but certainly not Mr. Van 
Valk enburgh, as I k now him to be an 
honorable man.”

F j ’• P. Moy cs, president of the As- 
soc'otcd Pre s, when questioned in re­ 
gard to the Roosevelt letter, declined 
to comment rn it. 
The publication of the Roosevelt let­ 
ter is only one of several developments 
in the last day or two that indicates 
that the campaign of Mr. Taft and his 
predecessor and political sponsor is 
going to be extremely bitter. The Taft 
campaign bureau gave out a statem ent 
last night for the first time in which 
they brought in the names of 
George 
W. Perk ins, the steel trust and the 
International H arvester company in 
connection with activity of the Roose­ 
velt boomers. Perk ins is mentioned as 
a contributor to the Roosevelt fund.

Americans Flee From Mexico in Fear 
of Their Lives. 
Mexico City, March 5.—Ten Pullman 
Bleepers, filled with Americans, left 
her© last night for the American bor­ 
der with citizens of that country get­ 
ting out of Mexico.

The work of the American Vigilance 
association will be conducted through 
a number of departm ents. 
Headquar­ 
ters are already in readiness in New 
York and Chicago, and offices will soon 
he opened in San Francisco. The plan 
of operation of the association is sim­ 
ple but complete. 
Attached to each 
headquarters will be law*y ers, detec­ 
tives and educators. W henever a city 
or town wants 
to start a crusade 
against the white slave traffic the as 
soclation will supply it with detectives, 
who will investigate conditions, and 
lawy ers who will prepare the evidence. 
The evidence w ill then be turned over 
to the state or federal authorities and 
the influence of the association w'ill 
be exerted to bring about effective 
prosecution. 
Acting under this arrangem ent the 
association will begin investigations 
into the white slave traffic in five dif­ 
ferent cities within the next few' day s.

The Colonel Declines to Sidestep Duty 
as a County Juror. 
Oy ster Bay , N. Y., March 5.—“All 
call jurors please answer to y our 
names and save y our fines,” chanted 
the clerk of the Nassau court, adding 
almost in thè same breath, as he be­ 
gan the roll: 
“Theodore Roosevelt. 
Colonel Roosevelt answered “Here” 
and saved his fine. 
The colonel stud­ 
ied his court calendar closely and ap­ 
peared to tak e a k een interest in all 
that was going on. He said later that 
it was to be his first experience as a 
juror. 
When he colonel arrived at the Nas­ 
sau county courthouse at Mineola, Jus­ 
tice Putnam called him into his cham­ 
bers and told the colonel he would be 
glad to excuse him if he cared to 
plead “public business.” 
But the col 
onel would do nothing of the k ind. He 
explained that he would lik e to get 
off today to k eep an appointm ent in 
New York , but that otherwise he was 
ready to do his duty . 
To a rep orter who expressed sur­ 
prise that Colonel Roosevelt had not 
been excused from serving, the col­ 
onel replied: 
"I’m not ask ing any 
favors. 
I’ll serve if they wish.” 
Then he took his seat within the 
rail with the other talesmen, heard 
the grand ;urv sworn in and listened 
to the calling of the calendar before 
it came his turn to tak e part. 
When 
the list of call jurors was read, the 
colonel’s name was first on the list. 
As he stepp jd before the bench Justice 
Putnam said: 
“I understand it would be more 
agreeable to y ou, colonel, to appear 
later in the week .” 
“It would be more convenient, y our 
honor.” replied the colonel, and the 
court told him to be on hand on Wed­ 
nesday at 10 o’clock .

Roosevelt said he had no 
Idea how long he would be in court. 
He would be in his place on W ednes­ 
day , ready to serve as long as he was 
needed. H< gets $3 a day and a mile­ 
age allowance while he is serving.
